LONDON. (/P) — Mediter¬ 
ranean tension was height¬ 
ened today by reports that 
S p a i n’s insurgents were 
throwing a tight air and 
naval blockade along the en¬ 
tire Eastern Spanish coast 
to cut the Valencia govern¬ 
ment off from outside help by way 
of the high sea.s. 

In.surgent Generalissimo Fran¬ 
cisco Franco’s strategy sharply in¬ 
creased the danger of interna¬ 
tional complications in the Medi¬ 
terranean.

Voters in 15 states cast bal¬ 
lots today in local elections which 
may provide an indication of na¬ 
tional political trends. 

Personalities rather than nation¬ 
al issues, however, dominated the 
off-year elections of mayors in 
more than 30 cities, legislatures in 
five states, governors in Virginia 
and New Jersey and four con¬ 
gressmen to fill vacancies in New 
York and Virginia. 

Detroit's non-partisan election 
shared attention with the New 
City mayorality battle. Patrick 
H. O'Brien, indorsed by the Com¬ 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
contested Richard W. Reading, 
supported by the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, for the Detroit 
mayor's post. 

POSSIBLE PRESIDENTS 

Some of the winners in today’s 
balloting may receive considera¬ 
tion as l‘d40 presidential timber.

SHANGHAI. (A*!—Hugjt' projec¬ 
tiles from Japanese warship.s in 
the Whangpoo river burst along 
Shanghai's waterfront tonight 
menacingly close to the United 
States crui.ser Augusta. 

The Augusta, lying close to the 
crui.ser Idzumo, Japanese flagship, 
cleaned her decks and battened 
portholes as a precaution for the 
safety of her crew. 

The bombardment was aimed at 
Chine.se batteries in industrial 
Pootung, across the Whangpoo 
from the international .settlement. 
It was in answer to Chinese ar¬ 
tillery shelling of Japane.se forces 
in the Yangtzepoo and Hongkew 
sectors of the Shanghai front. 

Exploding bombs and .shells 
shook buildings as far away as 
Shanghai’.s bund, but no projec¬ 
tiles fell within the settlement or 
conce.ssion boundaries.

(A’i-The_ number 
of unemployed in the United States 
in September dropped 1.34,000 from 
August to 6,066,000, the National 
Industrial Conference board, a re- 
.search organization supported by 
private business corporations, re¬ 
ported in an estimate today. 

The September decline rever.sed 
an upswing from July to August 
which followed a succession of 
monthly decreases since January.

PORT HURON, Mich. (A4 — A 
squad of sheriff’s deputies and 
postal inspectors shot it out with 
two men they trapped in the 
Smith’s Creek postoffice at 1:30 
a. m. today, killed both of them 
and blew the one-story frame 
building full of holes. 

An alert village policeman, who 
sensed a postoffice holdup or 
burglary last Saturday, made the 
showdown possible. 

Sheriff William Van Antwerp, 
who led the raiding party, said the 
dead men were Detroit hoodlums 
who had been under surveillance 
since Saturday. 

He identified one as John Novak, 
alias Shorty Jack, 38, and de¬ 
scribed him as a police chfiracter. 
The other man was identified from 
papers in his pockets as Edward 
Scherer, Detroit. 

The sheriff with three deputies 
and two postal inspectors gathered 
at Smith’s Creek, a village near 
Port Huron, Sunday after Special 
Deputy Harry Neal, general store 
proprietor and only law enforce¬ 
ment officer in the village, report¬ 
ed the presence of two suspicious 
characters loitering at the post- 
office. 

Sheriff Van Antwerp ordered 
the men to surrender after his 
squad had surrounded the small 
building. 20 by 35 feet. There was 
no response. A tear gas bomb 
then was hurled inside and the in¬ 
truders opened fire with pistols.

"Reports published yesterday 
(not in The Journal) to the effect 
that certain highway patrolmen of 
this county were accused or hav¬ 
ing taken $300 from a man ar¬ 
rested on a charge of drunk driv¬ 
ing are without foundation. 

"The facts are that no such ar¬ 
rest was made by the highway 
patrol. The reports evidently 
arose as the result of an arrest 
made by members of the San Cle¬ 
mente police force. 

On Saturday evening, according 
to a .statement made by San Cle¬ 
mente police, W. A. Curtis of 
Hollywood was picked up on a 
drunk driving charge.

The tide of battle swept toward 
the Siccawei Catholic mission cen¬ 
ter on the southwestern outskirts 
of the French concession. French 
authorities prepared defense posi¬ 
tions circling the mission and set 
up anti-aircraft guns. 

A Japanese naval officer de¬ 
scribed as closed a Soochow creek 
incident which yesterday produced 
an American protest and a Japa¬ 
nese apology The officer said 
Japanese bluejackets sent back to 
the American-protected zone a 
junk seized on the international 
settlement side of the stream. 
LENGTHEN LINES 

The Japanese bombardment was 
designed to pulverize Chinese de¬ 
fenses extending west from the in¬ 
ternational settlement south of 
Soochow creek. Despite Chinese 
assertions to the contrary, foreign 
observers reported that Japanese 
on the southern bank of the 
stream had expanded their front 
for approximately a mile on each 
side of Rubicon village. 

Negotiations were under way 
among French, Chinese and Japa¬ 
nese authorities to outline a pro¬ 
tective neutral zone around the 
mission properties. It was learned 
that representatives of the three 
powers were meeting to consider 
an agreement to insure the safety 
of the priests, nuns and refugees. 

The properties include a cathe¬ 
dral, convent and observatory. The 
proposed agreement was under¬ 
stood to pro'vide that French pa¬ 
trols police the mi.ssion tempo¬ 
rarily with the possibility that a 
long term lease be negotiated 
later. 

REPULSE ATTACK 

Japanese attempted time and 
again to cross a railroad bridge 
over Soochow creek near St.

SHANGHAI. Gen. Hsieh 

Chin-Yuan, commander of the Chi¬ 
nese "lost battalion” that defied 
the Japanese for four days in a 
Chapei warehouse - citadel, de¬ 
clared today that his men with¬ 
drew sorrowfully. 

Their two greatest griefs, he 
told the Associated Press in his 
first interview since the battalion 
evacuated were that they were 
forced to withdraw before sealing 
the struggle with their lives and 
that they could not return to the 
conflict. 

BANK RAISED 

Hsieh—promoted from colonel 
to general in recognition of the 
feat that raised all his men one 
rank—sat in a tiny canvas hut, 
no larger than a dog tent. 

He declared his force of farmer- 
boy soldiers lost only 10 dead, 
not 100 as the Japanese have as¬ 
serted, 

Hsler, who was the last to leave 
the burning warehouse Saturday 
to run the gauntlet of Japanese 
machine gun fire, blushed like a 
child when the Associated Press 
told him for the first time that 
Gen. Chiang-Kai-Shek had pro¬ 
moted him to general. 

"But I don’t deserve such an 
honor,” he said. 

U70 SURVIVE 

All 370 survivors of the battal¬ 
ion of Chiang’s own 88th division 
went seifely through the Japanese 
lire, Hsieh declared. He said 410 
men originally entered the build¬ 
ing and that there were only 40 
casualties, including ten dead, 
during the four days they occu¬ 
pied it. 

"The Japanese are bad marks¬ 
men,” he explained. "They fire 
wildly when they are excited.” 

Hsieh said the order to evacu¬ 
ate came by telephone from Chi- 
ang at 9 p. m. Saturday but that 
he was afraid at first to Inform 
his men because he thought they 
might revolt.

REZONING OF 
SOUIN S. A. 
DISCUSSED 


Several confusing zoning prob¬ 
lems were faced by the planning 
commission and city council when 
the two civic bodies met last 
night. 

One problem resulted from an 
announced proposal to rezone the 
southwestern part of the city from 
heavy industry to single family 
residences. 

Several property owners pre¬ 
sented oral objections to the plan, 
claiming that the district already 
has been invaded by heavy indus¬ 
try and is ruined for a residential 
zone. They complained particu¬ 
larly of a bottling works and a 
truck freight service, that were 
particularly noisy. 

Fifty-three property owners had 
signed a petition, asking that the 
zoning not be changed from heavy 
to residence. 

OIL DRILLING 

Members of the council ex¬ 
plained that the property always 
had been zoned for residence, and 
that it was changed to heavy in¬ 
dustry only to permit oil drilling 
in that section of town, when it 
was thought that there was oil in 
the district. 

It was explained that the pres¬ 
ent move is only to restore the 
status of the district as it has been 
in the past, and to give the plan¬ 
ning commission and council con¬ 
trol over what type of business or 
industry is located in the district. 

Because of the confusion over 
the matter, action was delayed un¬ 
til the planning commission can 
make a further Investigation. 

Because two different persons 
want to build two different types 
of buildings on the same piece of 
property, the council decided it 
was time to investigate the mat¬ 
ter. 

APART.MENT 

James G. Smith sought permis¬ 
sion to erect one four-unit apart¬ 
ment building on the northeast 
comer of Garasey and Eighth 
streets, and a similar apartment 
house on the northwest comer of 
the same streets. 

The mixup became apparent 
when William Ulhm requested per¬ 
mission to build a duplex on the 
same corner where Smith had 
wanted to build an apartment 
building. Because of the conflict, 
the city council deferred action 
on both proposals until the prop¬ 
erty lines can be straightened out. 

Permission was granted Emmett 
C. Rogers to build a two-family 
residence at 1302 North Bristol. 
The council ordered the property 
rezoned from neighboring business 
to family residence.

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Quintuplets’ Schooling Is 
Worry For Scientists 


CALLANDER. (iP)—The Dionne 
quintuplets sang "Marlborough 
Going to War” and heard the story 
of the Little Red Hen today, ob¬ 
livious to the fact that great sclent 
tific minds were pondering their 
future. 

When shall they be brought in 
closer contact with life as it is 
lived? How shall they be educat¬ 
ed when they get beyond their 
present nursery - school stage? 
Shall they continue to be shown to 
the public, which comes thousands 
of miles to see them from behind 
a screen—and takes away pebbles 
as souvenirs from the nursery 
ground? 

Those were questions discussed 
by biologists, medical experts and 
educators as "the Dionne quin¬ 
tuplet special” took them away 
from the pine and birch clad slopes 
of Callander after a trek from a 
Toronto conference on the quints’ 
progress. 


No immediate changes are con¬ 
templated in the quints’ regime, 
but these plans are under con¬ 
sideration :

One-Fifth of Women in U. S. 
Are Employed, Report Shows 


WASHINGTON. (,P)—The Wom¬ 
en’s bureau estimated today that 
more than one-fifth of the women 
in the United States are gainfully 
employed. 

More than one-third of this 
group of 10,752,000 also are home 
makers. 

An estimated one-tenth are the 
entire support of families of two 
or more Arsons; many others 
assist in supporting families. 

Wages in women’s jobs invari¬ 
ably are at a lower level than 
those of men in identical indus¬ 
tries. 

These conclusions were con¬ 
tained in a report written by 
Mary Elizabeth Pidgeon, bureau 
research chief, to answer a query 
from the international labor 
office at Geneva on the economic 
status of women in this country. 

She found that three-tenths of 
the working women are in domes¬ 
tic and personai service, and 
three-fourths of women profes¬ 


sional workers are school teachers 
and nurses. 

The report took issue with argu¬ 
ments that employment of women 
is a cause of unemployment of 
men, attributing entrance of large 
numbers of women to gainful oc¬ 
cupation to a shift from house- 
noid to factory manufacture. 

“Ordinarily the jobs performed 
by the two sexes differ, and hence 
replacement as such does not 
occur,” Miss Pidgeon said. 

Huge Oil Cargo 
Set for Japan 

SAN PEDRO. (^)—More than 
2,000,000 barrels of California oil 
are due to be shipped to Japan 
during November.

Europe’s Problem City 


Irrigation water shouicl be ap¬ 
plied to nearly all walnut orchards 
as soon as haiwesting operations 
are complete, according to recom¬ 
mendations submitted this week 
to walnut growers of Orange 
county by Farm Advisor Haroid 
E. Wahlberg. 

Nearly all orchards were irri¬ 
gated during the latter part of 
August or the first of September, 
and that supply has by this time 
undoubtedly been depleted. It 
would be injurious to the trees to 
allow them to become too dry be¬ 
fore they go dormant. 

MANY TREES DRY 

"It is a well known fact that as 
long as leaves of the trees remain 
green the tree is using water,” 
Wahlberg said. "It is true that 
much less has been used this fall 
than last. Nevertheless it is ap¬ 
parent to even a casual observer 
driving through the walnut areas 
that many trees are dry. 

"Here in Orange county where 
there is only a limited amount of 
cold weather it is essential that 
the trees go dormant naturally. 
They cannot be forced dormant by 
withholding water. Such practice 
would Jeopardize the future health 
and vigor of the tree. It is bet¬ 
ter, therefore, to keep them in 
good growing condition and let 
dormancy come as a natural phe¬ 
nomenon, rather than an artifical- 
ly created condition.” 
CONSERVATION 

There is another advantage to a 
light Irrigation at this time of the 
year, according to the farm ad¬ 
visor, and that is the con.servation 
of small amounts of rainfall. If 
half or three-fourths of an inch 
of rain falls on totally dry soil it 
is largely lost by evaporation, un¬ 
less another rain occurs in a very 
short time. If, on the other hand, 
the soil is moist that half inch or 
inch of rain will penetrate far 
enough to get beyond the reach 
of the surface evaporation, thus 
adding to the moisture reserve. 

"In planning the furrowing sys¬ 
tem. allow a 'dry block’ around 
the tree trunk for 'anchorage' in 
case a desert wind occurs during 
or soon after the application of 
water.”

NEW YORK. (iT) —Charley 
Gehringer was named by the Base¬ 
ball Writers’ association today aa 
the American league’s “most valu¬ 
able player” for 1937, thereby 
climaxing the biggest sea.son of hie 
14-year career with the game’s 
most cherished award. 

At an age when many playeri 
are on the way down—and out— 
the Detroit Tigers’ "strong, silent 
man” thus found his 34th year, 
already marked by the league bat¬ 
ting championship, topped off by 
two much sought after goals. 

Although his margin of victory 
in the Writers’ poil was only tour 
points over Joe DiMaggio, deadpan 
dynamiter of the World Champion 
New York Yankce.s, Gehringer, 
nevertheless came within two 
points of a “perfect” score in the 
balloting. 

Eight members of the associa¬ 
tion voted on the award, each cast¬ 
ing one vote each for his first 10 
nominations for the honor. Gehr¬ 
inger drew .six first-place and two 
second-place nominations. This 
total, figured on a basis of 10 
points for first, nine for second, 
eight for third, and so on, gave 
him an aggregate of 78 points out 
of a po.ssible 80, 

DiMaggio, with two nomina¬ 
tions for first and six for second, 
compiled a total of 74, The bal¬ 
loting was strictly a two-player 
affair. 

Third member of the Detroit 
clan to win the award since the 
Ba.seball Writers first presented it 
in 1931, Gehringer was selected for 
the brilliant all-round play that 
made him today the standout .sec- 
onrl ba.seman in the American 
league, if not in the game. 

Only twice has he fallen below 
the .300 hatting mark since becom¬

bring about additional traffic haz¬ 
ards. 

Requests had been more for re¬ 
zoning the boulevard from single 
family residences to bu.siness. the 
territory involved running from 
Main .street to Chapman avenue.

Fabian Garcia, doctor of laws 
and philo.sophy from the Univer¬ 
sity of Havana and formerly com¬ 
mercial attache at the Cuban em¬ 
bassy in Washington, will be the 
speaker at the Citizen’s Forum 
meeting at the Unitarian church 
at 7;45 tonight.

Left-over com can 
be reheated in this way. It is 
also good when rolled first in but¬ 
ter then in grated A merican cheese 
and toasted under the broiler until 
the cheese melts. 

Limas With Pimlento 

Shell 2 pounds tender young 
limas and cook in salted water 15 
minutes or until done. Drain. Melt 
2 tablespoons butter in a sauce¬ 
pan, add 1 tablespoon finely 
minced pimiento and stir until the 
pimiento is reheated, then stir in 
the beans. Serve at once. 

Lima Bean Salad 

2 cups cooked baby limas 

3 tablespoons chopped sweet 
onion 

3 tablespoons chopped parsley 
French dressing 
Lettuce hearts 
Sliced radishes 

Mix together the cooked lima 
beans, onion and parsley and ma¬ 
rinate in French dressing for Vs 
hour. Drain off the excess dress¬ 
ing and serve on lettuce hearts. 
Garnish with radish slices. Mayon¬ 
naise may be passed if you wish 
or additional French dressing may 
be used.

Corn Husking Championship 
To Be Decided Tomorrow 


MARSHALL, Mo. UP)—U some¬ 
one had suggested to Henry A. 
Wallace 14 years ago that his 
sponsorship of a contest in Iowa 
to determine “how much com a 
man can husk in a given time’’ 
would lead to a national contest 
regarded as the premier sporting 
event of agriculture, chances are 
he would not have agreed. 

If he has any doubts about 
what he started he should see one 
of the national contests—like the 
one near Newark, O.. last year 
which attracted 150,000 people. 
He should see today the prepara¬ 
tions being made for the national 
contest Thursday at the Weber 
farm, near here. Perhaps the 
1936 attendance record will be j 
broken — Missourians hope for 
more than 150,000 people in con¬ 
trast to the 800 who saw Fred 
Stanek of Webster county, Iowa, 
win back in 1924. 

And it all started because Wal¬ 
lace, now secretary of agriculture, 
was drawn into a friendly argu¬ 
ment concerning “how much corn 
can a man husk in a given time.” 

Some people wonder why a ra¬ 
tional corn husking contest at¬ 
tracts such a crowd—more than 
any football game, boxing match 
or baseball game. 

It is perhaps the most gruelling 
and strenuous of all sports events. 
For 80 minutes a contestant husks 
com at top speed. There is no 
time out, no chance for a breath¬ 
ing spell while signals are being 
called, no rounds with a minute of 
rest in between, no .sitting in a 
dugout between innings. Ju.st 80 
minutes of relentless strenuous 
work between rows of corn, strip¬ 
ping the ears from standing stalks 
and tossing them into a wagon. It 
would tax the strength of the fin¬ 
est trained athlete. 

There is no admission fee and 
the winner gets a prize of $ 100 , 
little more than enough to pay ex-

EVERYDAY MOVIES 


From time to time these living, 
human documents have tried to 
record the mixed ruminations, the 
prejudices, and the baffiement of 
the average American, using for 
his name George Spelvin. Several 
correspondents, including a drama 
critic who was covering one of 
the Haymow theaters of the sum¬ 
mer circuits in New Hampshire, 
have been good enough to report 
that they have discovered Mr. 
Spelvin himseif at work in the 
drama in various piaces and to 
suggest that perhaps it was un¬ 
wise to attribute such thoughts to 
an actual person who might hold 
decided views to the contrary. 

I This leads me to think that the 
story of Mr. Spelvin is of generai 
interest, for he is a noted char¬ 
acter in the professionaj circle of 
the theater but dying fast and 
has received too littie recognition 
in his 30 years or so on the stage. 

Mr. Spelvin has played more 
roles than any other actor that 
ever lived, and though he has 
usuaily performed acceptably and 
sometimes with distinction he is 
the only ham of his grade and 
abiiity who has never been invited 
to fail in with the rest of the 
cast and take his bends at the 
fail of the curtain. His passing 
soon to occur, wiil be unnoticed 
even by his colieagues and the 
stage and nobody wili realize that i 
he was gone until, perhaps years 
later, someone remarks^ "I won¬ 
der whatever became of George 
Spelvin.” Sentimentalists though 
they are, the men and women who 
paint their faces, dress up in fancy 
ciothes and give recitations and 
sing and dance wiil send not so 
much as a card to his kin or a 
sprig to his bier.

FIVE SHO\V.S AT ONCE 

George Spelvin made his debut 
in a minor part in "Brewster's Mil¬ 
lions,” and there once was a time 
when he was appearing in five 
Broadway productions at once. 

John Golden, the producer of 
many plays and currently of 
“Susan and God,” with Gertrude 
Lawreiiee, which, in return for his 
assistance, I dare hope is a smash 
hit, goes back to the beginning ' 
on George. 

It was Eddie Abeles who in¬ 
vented Mr. Spelvin, Mr. Golden in- | 
forms me out of a memory of the | 
theater as long as an Englishman’s '' 
shirt and as cluttered as a rat’s ' 
nest with odd bits of reminiscent ' 
information. Spelvin, says Mr. ' 
Golden, was an imaginary char¬ 
acter, to whom Eddie Abeles at¬ 
tributed all blame for everything , 
that went wrong and all gossip 
and rumor. He was Mr. Abeles’ , 
personal Joe Doe, and scorning 
the popularity accepted form of "X , 
Hear” or "They Tell Me,” Mr. ! 
Abeles would attribute the most ■ 
scurrilous hearsay to George Spel¬ 
vin. There were times when half 
a dozen actors were looking for 
Spelvin on murder intent to re¬ 
buke vicious reports bearing on 
their private and domestic affairs. 

In "Brewster’s Millions” there 
was an actor cast for two parts 
who naturally wanted to use his 
own name for the better one, and 
it was Abeles, the star, who, when 
they came to make up the pro¬ 
gram, proposed the name of his 
confidential wraith for the minor 
role. Mr. Golden doesn’t recall 
the name of the mimic who first 
used this hardy alias, but he does 
recollect that Jack Devereaux, the 
juvenile after ten weeks of re¬ 
hearsal, returned an answer to 
Fred Thompson, the producer, 
which was of some weight when, 
years afterward, the actors’ equity ' 
placed a limitation on the period 
of rehearsal without pay. ; 

“You read that part like an old ' 
man,” said Thompson. "I thought 
you were a juvenile,” to which De¬ 
vereaux replied, “I was when we 
started rehearsals.”
